Ally. LaSata said Harrison, 


who is being held without bond 
in the county jail, reports he is 
hearing voices. 


The move was not opposed by 


Berrien Prosecutor R o n a l d 
Taylor. But Taylor did express 
concern that proper procedure 
DC followed, indicating he had 
expected the testing would oc- 
cur after the case passed to 
circuit court. 


Both Hammond 
and Taylor 


said such a test is not unusual 
procedure in a case of this kind. 


While Hammond allowed up 


:o 60 days for completion of the 
esting, as required 
by law, 


Taylor expects it to be complet- 
ed sooner. "I intend to personal- 
y go to the Ypsilanti center 
next week," he said, "and to 
discuss the case with the doctor 
who is there.

taurant. A man 
entered 
the 


restaurant, ripped the officer's 
revolver from its holster and 
shot him. 


Judge Hammond quizzed the 


defendant to determine that the 
decision for psychiatric testing 
•vas his own. Harrison replied he 
s in agreement with the move, 
lis attorney told the court that 
he had 
consulted 
beforehand 


with Harrison and two of his 
sisters, both local residents.
